Purchase of 52-Acre Tract Known 
as “Stratmann Hill” Proposed 
by City Water Commissioner. 

Director of Public Utilities Hook» 
'today submitted to the Board of 
Public Service the draft of a pro- 
posed ordinance providing for the 
purchase by the city of 52 acres of 
land in St. Louis County, part of a 
strip known as Stratmann Hill, 
which Hes between Bonhomme and 
Link roads, south of Olive Street, 
road, to be used as a reservoir when 
the city begins pumping water from 
the Missouri River. 

As is known, the city for some 
time has had under consideration 
plans for obtaining a supply of water 
from the Missouri River and. ac- 
cording to a réport made by Water 
Commissioner Wali in 18915, Strat- 
mann Hill is an idéal location for a 
reservoir, the crest of the hill beine 
about 300 feet higher than the riv- 
er, The purpose in gétting an ordi- 
nance for.the purchase at this time, 
Hiooke said, is to permit the city to 
get immediate possession of the 
land.

murdered. 
The detectives have concluded 


that Sweeney was the victim of a 


gang affair and consequently have, 
about abandoned hope of apprehend- | 


ing the murderer. They base their 
latest theory’ on the.fact that sev- 
eral persons, who were known to 
have been at the scene of the mur- 
ider, and some of whom have admit- 
ted that they heard the shots and 
saw Sweeney. fall, have insisted that 
ithey did nbdt see the man who fired. 

Dr. T. L. Carriere of 2128 St. Louis 
‘avenue, autopsy surgeon, has report- 
‘ed that Sweeney was shot only once. 
Instead of twice, as the police stated 
in their reports. The buliet entered 
the back of the head about two 
inches behind the right ear and just 
below the level of the top of the ear, 
passed through the head and 
emerged at a point behind the left 
ear on a direct line with the en- 
trance wound. The hole left by the 
bullet as it passed out of the head 
caused the police to believe 
Sweeney had been shot twice. 

Theory of Concealment. 
0. Plummer, proprietor of a cigar 
‘store on the corner where the shoot- 
‘ing occurred. who said that immedi- 
‘ately after five shots were fired his 
‘store was filled with men who ran 
in before policemen arrived, has led 
detectives to believe that-th». slayer 
made no attempt to get away, but 
i'mingled with the crowd that wit- 
-nessed the shooting. The detectives 
inow believe the slayer was among 
‘those who ran into the etore, as tle 
revolver from which the shots had 
been fired was found in the vestibule 
‘entrance of the store. The detec- 
_ tives also believe that the witnesses 
| deliberately concealed the identity of 
ithe slayer from the policemen, who 
‘made the first inquiries after the 
“murder. ’ 

In connection with this theory the 
'detectives have concluded that the 
man with the light-colored raincoat 
who was seen by Carl Walker, a 
inegro, running west on Chestnut 
street and north through an alley 
|'between Sixth and Seventh streets 
after the shooting. was Max Green- 
berg. an ex-convict, of 1417 Biddle 
i@treet, who later was found in a 
| rug store at Eighth and Pine 
istreets with a bullet wound in his 
right jaw. Greenberg said that he 
|ran west on Chestnut street to Sev- 
‘enth street, north to Pine street afid 
west to Eighth street. 

Saw Only One Man Ronaing. 
| Walker saw .only one man run- 
ning away and the detectives are 
convinced that the man was Green- 
berg. They attach no significance 
to the discrepancy between Green- 
berg's statement and that of Walker.

They are convinced that Greenberg 


has not told all he knows. He told 
, detectives, 


short time after the shooting. that 


he was standing a few feet west of 


‘Bweeney and heard five shots. He 
Saw Sweeney fall and at the third 
shot felt a sting in the right side of

shot, he said, he ran away. He said 
jhe did not eee the man who did the

to be progressing satisfactorily. 
William Egan, Constable in Justice

/to Greenberg. The latter was’ asked

fe will be 36 vears old next June, 
it tummarried, ind pronounces bis | 
surname “Fosh,"’ with the “o”’ as in| 
“novice.” He was born June 138, ' 
1886, on the island of Java, Dutch 
East indies, where his father was an 
attorney, and lived there until he| 
was 11 years old. In the Orient, he 
says, he learned his love o”% color, 
which he considers one of the pvrin- 
cipal ingredients of orchestral mu- 
sic. He began playing the piano with | 
one finger st the age of three or} 
four, muc! the disappointmen: «of 
his parent-. he relates, and  aiso 
studied the violin as a child. 

Studied Music in Berlin. 


Leaving Java with his family. he 
traveled on the way to Holland 
through China, Japan and the Unit- 
ed States. He remémbers spencirg 
‘two days in St. Louis, 23 years ago. 
Ife continued his education in HFel- 
land. and recalls that at the age of 
13 or 14 he was writing tragedies 
and composing music. It was inten i- 
ed that he should go to the Unive-- 
sitv of Leyden and be trained as in 
electrical engineer; but after # do- 
mestic battle, he obtained permi-- 
sion to go to study music in Berlin. 

He was briefly a pupi! cf Joachim 
on the violin, and of tlumperdinc x 
in composition, but had most of his 
training in the latter branch under 
liugo Kaun. For several years né 
pleved as substitute concertmaster 
and one of the first violins in the 
Philharmonic Orchestra of Berlin, 
under Arthur Nikisch. This famous 
ogchestral leader took a keen inter- 


est in the young Dutchman, and per-— 


mitted him to attend him on his 
travels, to study his methods of con- 
ducting. Another director who was 
friendly and helpful was Dr. Kar! 
Muek. 

Opportunity to Conduct. 

His first opportunity to conduct 
was created by himself. <A violinist, 
living in the same pension, hired the 
Bivethner Orchestra of Berlin in or- 
der to present himself as a soloist. 
Several men whoni he sought to en- 
gage as conductor disappointed him. 
Three days before the concert Foch 
volunteered his services. The vio- 
linist accepted him, saying that all 
was lost anyhow. Much to. their 
surprise, the young conductor won 
warm praise from the critics. This 
led to his engagement as conductor 
for a private opera company in Ber- 
lin, and then as director of the hur- 
fuerstein Opera in the same city, 


where, he relates, he conducted the 


first performance anywhere of “The 
Jewels of the Madonna.’ which he 
repeated 45 times during that sca- 
son. 

Then there occurred a vacancy at 
the opera house at Muellhausen, and 
candidates for the position of con- 
ductor were invited to present them- 
selves for trial performances. Foch 
got the place by his directing of “Die 
Walkuerie” and of Strauss’ “Salome,” 


end retained it for a year. He ac-. 


cepted an invitation to direct at the 
National Festival held in Sweden, 
ar.d remained there during the years 
of 1911 and 1912, acting as guest 
conductor in many cities. 


Following this, Willen Mengel- | 


berg, the eminent conductor of the 
Concertgebouw Orchestra in Am- 
sterdam, invited his compatriot to 
appear as guest conductor with that 
orchestra. During 1916 and 1917 he 
conducted four concerts with Men- 
gelberg’s orchestra, besides directing 
at concerts throughout Holland. On 
one occasion, in’ the presence of 
Richard Strauss. he directed one of 
that master’s symphonic poems. 
Came to America in. 1919. 

In. 1919 Foch came to the United 
States, and has since lived in New 
York. He directed some of the pop- 
ular concerts at the Stadium two 
summers ago, and conducted the 
National Symphony Orchestra in 2 
concert at Carnegie Hall.

The only witnessos of the ext. 
two women, clerks in a general me 
chandise store of Pacific, Mo., 
testified that Schneider had pur- 
chased some victuals in their store 
“some time ago.”’ They could not 
plate the date even in the month of 
l‘ebruary. The concluded its 
testimony at 10:45 this morning. 

The other men charged with the 
robbery are Robert Walsh, Joseph 
Brown, Charles Barrington, Walter 
Casey, George Avers., 
and Tom Montgomery. Brown and 
Walsh are charged by St. Clair Coun- 
iv. Ill, authorities with the murder 
of an East St. Louis detective on 
November 14 last, and an effort is 
being made to extradite them regard- 
less of the outcome of their trial 
here. 

Night Sessions to Be Held. 

The State’s evidence in Schnei- 
ders case is typical of that expected 
to be presented against the other 
men. A session of court was held 
last night and night sessions will 
probably be held all week. court 
being in session 10 hours a day. 

Schneider gave his name as Rob- 
ert Hays when arrested at Flv's 
Rest, a Meramec River cabin near 
Pacific. as has been told. and the in- 
formation gives him that name. As- 
sisting Prosecuting Attorney 
mann are W. lL. Cole of Union. for- 
mer chairman of the Republican 
State Committee, and James A. 
Booth of Pacific, representing the 
bank.

Red Auto to Figure in Case. 

Cole, in his opening statement, 
said the State would prove that

Writing in the Volksrecht Journal, 
the Judges declare that though they 
are Socialists and demand liberty, 
they judge according:to their con- 
science and law without regard to 
outside political pressure. 

Many papers commenting on the 
incident state that this should bean 
example to Swiss voters of what the 
result would be if communists who 
received their orders from Moscow 
were to come into power in. Switzer- 
land. 

The agrarian parties of several 
cantons have made a proposal that 
all communist employes should be 
dismissed as & danger to the state.
